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School’s fury at 
route for bypass

ELY’S most prestigious school 
has become embroiled in the 
bitter row over plans for Ely’s 
multi-million pound southern 
bypass. 

The King's School Ely could lose 
acres of its sports grounds if the 
long-awaited road is ever built, the 
Weekly News can reveal. 

And bosses at the independent school are 
furious. 

A dotted line in the Ely Masterplan, rep¬ 
resenting the £25 million bypass, is drawn 
through the school’s sports fields, south of 
the railway line. 

The ambitious blueprint for the city’s 
growth was rubber-stamped last month by 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC), but the school insists it was never 
consulted on the route. 

And it says it will not sell any of its land to 
make way for it. 

Sue Freestone, head of King’s, is demand¬ 
ing answers and has urged ECDC to change 
the proposals. 

She told the Weekly News : “The southern 
link road, proposed in the 2010 masterplan, 
passes through all of our sports grounds 
south of the railway line, yet we were not 
consulted prior to publication of the new 
plan. Clearly, as a school, we cannot afford to 
lose those grounds.

Family pays tribute to 
popular, friendly ‘Jim’ 


THE devastated family of a man 
who died suddenly in an Ely 
pub have paid tribute to him. 

James Wodehouse, known locally as 
Jim, died in the Minster Tavern on Sat¬ 
urday, March 6. 

The 83-year-old was sipping a pint in 
the pub in Minster Place, as he did most 
days, when he collapsed. 

Mr Wodehouse, who has lived in Ely 
nearly all his life, was pronounced dead 
at the scene. 

His daughter, Helen Wayman, 56, 
described him as a “lovely, friendly, 
popular man”. 

Mrs Wayman, who works in Ely’s 
Deans bar, said: “I was behind the bar 
when the police came in. 

“I’d heard something serious had 
happened at the Minster but didn’t 
think for one minute it was dad. 

“At first it was all a big shock but then 
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it sinks in and it is just absolutely 
devastating.” 

Mr Wodehouse was born in Scotland 
but moved to Ely in his 20s when he 
married Marie, who died last year of a 
heart attack. 

They lived in the city throughout their 
married life, mainly in Lynn Road. 

Mrs Wayman, who lives in Morton 
Close with her partner Tony Clayton- 
Smith, said: “Dad was extremely well- 
known in Ely. 

“Even at 83, he was always on his bike 
and walked into town twice a day. 

“He even went to the Paradise gym 
still and was such an active, get-up-and- 
go guy. 

“He loved tinkering with things, 
especially cars and radios, and was

extremely capable with his hands.” 

Mr Wodehouse, who worked as a lorry 
driver for Standen Engineering in Ely for 


more than 20 years, enjoyed a pint in 
the Minster Tavern every day. 

His daughter added: “As sad as it is, 
we have to be grateful that he died 
doing something he enjoyed and in no 
pain at all. 

“It was just so sudden. 

“Tests showed he died of ischemic 
heart disease.” 

Mr Wodehouse also leaves a son, Alec 
Wodehouse, of High Barns, and two 
granddaughters, Amy, 20, and Bethany, 
18. 

As reported in the Weekly News last 
week, police and emergency services 
attended the scene at 11.41am on the 
morning of his death. 

A spokeswoman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service said: 
“Despite strenuous efforts to try and 
revive the man, he was pronounced 
dead at the scene.”

Grant money 
to help share 
school’s tale 

THE Viva Arts and Comm¬ 
unity Group in Soham has

More than 4,900 adults and 
children were evacuated to 
Ely and the surrounding 
areas, which resulted in 
many changes, including the 
founding of the Ely Jewish 
Boys’ Home.

Martha Waterhouse, pro¬ 
jects co-ordinator for Viva 
said: “We are thrilled that the 
Heritage Lottery Fund has 
enabled this project to take 
place. 

“This is a significant period 
in Ely’s history and this grant 
will help bring to life the 
events of 1939 and preserve 
them for future generations.” 


Pair storm school 
after pupils brawl 
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POLICE were called to a school 
after a fight between students led 
to two women storming onto the 
site. 

Students at Witchford Village College 
were left shocked and frightened by the 
incident, which is believed to have 
involved a traveller family. 

Police were called to the specialist 
sports college just before 2pm on 
Monday after students and members of 
staff dialled 999. 

One student, who witnessed the 
drama, said it began when a Year 8 
student insulted a Year 11 students from 
the travelling community. 

The witness said the female students 
started to fight, ripping each others hair 
out, scratching each other and even 
biting each other. 
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He said the Year 11 student then called 
her parents, which is when two women, 
one of whom is believed to be the girl’s 
mother, arrived on the school premises. 

He said: “It was petrifying. The girl’s 
mum and another woman barged their 
way into the school and were trying to 
search for the girl who had insulted the 
girl in my year. 

“They were raging and were screaming 
at us to tell them where the girl was. 

“Teachers had taken the girl away to 
calm her down but they were determined 
to see her. 

“Everyone was just terrified as the 
women were so aggressive.” 

A parent with children at the college, 


who did not want to be named, said: “We, 
like many other parents who we’ve 
spoken to, are disgusted. 

“No parent should have been allowed 
to enter the school like that and treat 
teachers and students so badly. 

“Our children were really shaken up.” 

A spokeswoman for Cambridgeshire 
Police said: “We were called to the school 
at 1.50pm in relation to a disturbance. 

“An adult and a teenager entered the 
school and an incident did occur bet¬ 
ween an adult and a pupil at the school. 

“However, nobody was injured. 

“We are interviewing two people in 
relation to this incident.” 

A spokesman for the school said: “We 
can confirm there was an incident at the 
school which the police are investigating. 

“We can add no further comment to 
this.” 


Smoke seen for miles as plastic goes up in flames 


AROUND 50 tonnes of plastic 
went up in flames at a Cam¬ 
bridgeshire factory on Satur¬ 
day. 

Firefighters were called to 
the blaze in Hook Lane, Wimb- 
lington, just after 9.15am. 

Thick black smoke could be 
seen coming from the site 


from as far away as Ely. 

The inferno started in a pile 
of plastic in the factory’s yard 
and spread to a lorry. 

But crews managed to pre¬ 
vent the flames from spreading 
to the building itself. 

Six fire crews from Hunting¬ 
don, Chatteris, March, Wis¬ 


bech and Whittlesey attended 
the scene. 

One firefighter was also 
taken to hospital after suffer¬ 
ing from concussion and 
bruising. 

He is said to be in a stable 
condition. 

Three jets and two ground 


monitors were used to exting¬ 
uish the flames. 

Nearby residents were 
advised to keep their prop¬ 
erties sealed while the blaze 
was put out. 

The cause of the fire is un¬ 
known at this stage.

Youngsters explore options for future careers 


VETS and servicemen were on 
hand in Ely to help children 
think about their future 
careers. 

More than 450 children from 
across East Cambridgeshire 
descended on the City of Ely 
Community College for a 
bumper primary careers 
convention last week. 

The event saw more than a 
dozen exhibitors from a wide 


range of industries and 
professions giving advice to 
the youngsters, including the 
Isle Vet Group, Cambridge 
Building Society and the Royal 
Navy. 

The children who took part 
were in Year 5. 

A spokesman for the event 
said: “Career conventions 
open the children’s eyes to 
jobs they might not have 


considered, and to the idea 
that colleges and universities 
are within their reach. 

“Employers have a key role 
to play in providing high 
quality and relevant and 
information about careers. 

“With recent research 
showing that career choices 
for many young people are 
greatly influenced between the 
ages of 9 and 12, Year 5 is the 


ideal time to introduce children 
to the wide variety of jobs and 
career paths available.”

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CANNABIS users are causing prob¬ 
lems for customers of an Ely bank. 

People have been complaining about the 
smell of the class-B drug in the city’s HSBC 
branch, the Weekly News has learned. 

Bosses at the bank, located in Butter- 
market, are now being forced to take action 
to control the whiff of weed. 

Claire Rylands, of Ely’s Cambridge Road, 
said the smell was “pungent” and added: 
“On stepping into the premises, we were 
instantly struck by a strange smell. 

“It had the familiar odour of cigarette 
smoke but something else besides: a herbal 
tang. 

“Another mother, who was in there with 
her two young children, agreed that it smelt 
disgusting.” 

Mrs Rylands had visited the bank on a 
recent Sunday morning with her brother, a 
police officer from London. 

She added: “Imagine my horror when my 
brother identified this odd aroma as skunk 
[stronger form of cannabis].” 

Another Ely resident, who did not want to 
be named, said: “I’ve smelt cannabis inside 
there quite a few times. 

“It’s just so off-putting to go into your local 
bank and be overwhelmed with smells like 
that. 

“Not only that, it’s dangerous and needs to 
stop.” 

The complaints come just weeks after the 
Weekly News revealed homeless people were 
sleeping overnight in the bank. 

Like many banks, the city’s HSBC branch 
allows its customers to access its cash 
machines at the building out of business 
hours. As the cash machines are not on an 
outside wall, the bank has a button on the 
main entrance, which, when pressed, allows 
people to gain access and carry out trans¬ 
actions. 

The door into the bank’s offices itself is 
locked. 

A spokeswoman for HSBC confirmed “a 
few” customers had complained about the 
smell of cannabis in the building. 

She added: “HSBC in Ely is working closely 
with the local police to ensure the branch 
and lobby area is kept clean and safe at all 
times. 

“Any instance where this may be 
compromised is immediately reported and 
appropriate action taken.” 


MP lashes out at tax proposal to control dangerous dogs 


SOUTH East Cambridgeshire 
MP Jim Paice has attacked the 
Government’s plans to force 
dog owners to pay a compul¬ 
sory levy. 

The MP fears the proposed 
tax will hit the poorest homes 
the hardest. 

The Government last week 
announced a consultation 


which includes proposals to 
compel all dog owners to pay 
for compulsory third party 
insurance. 

Families would face penalt¬ 
ies - fines or criminal convict¬ 
ions - for breaching the 
requirement, which would 
apply to all dogs. 

Mr Paice said: “In practice, 


this 'dog tax’ would not affect 
the owners of the most dan¬ 
gerous dogs as the Dangerous 
Dogs Act already bans the 
ownership and sale of fighting 
dogs like pit bull terriers. 

“There are an estimated 5.4 
million households with dogs 
across England and Wales, 
including up to 23,000 homes 


across the south and east 
Cambridgeshire districts, who 
would be required to pay a 
compulsory dog tax. 

“Although some homes may 
already have pet insurance, 
the poorest homes will be hit 
the hardest by the new levy. 

“The Government has ad¬ 
mitted that this dog tax may 


result in more stray dogs and 
greater pressures on dog 
rescue centres. 

“We need tougher laws 
against the growing problem 
of dangerous dogs being used 
in acts of violence, but imp¬ 
osing a dog tax on a poodle is 
using a sledgehammer to 
crack a nut.”

Councillor’s vow to

A COUNCILLOR who was 
sensationally dismissed from 
two committees for “simply 
sticking by his electors” has 
spoken exclusively to the 
Weekly News about the ordeal. 

Conservative Bill Hunt has now 
been approached by the East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Liberal Democrat Party 
following the shock move. 

Mr Hunt, district and county coun¬ 
cillor for Haddenham and its sur¬ 
rounding villages, was sacked from 
East Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s (ECDC) planning committee last 
month. 

ECDC leader Fred Brown removed 
him after he voted against approving 
the authority’s highly-controversial 
Ely Masterplan at the full council 
meeting. 

Cllr Hunt was also removed from 
his position as vice-chair of the 
community services committee last 
year after raising concerns about 
changes to the district’s taxi licensing

system. 

But Cllr Hunt, who lead the succ¬ 
essful Say No to Mereham Campaign, 
said he did it because he “loves Ely”. 

He told the Weekly News this week: 
“I am a passionate councillor who 
wants the absolute best for the 
people who elect me. 

“I am a councillor who believes in 
democracy and I love Ely, which is 
why I was not prepared to just sit 
back and watch things that I don’t 
believe in happen. 

“The Ely Masterplan is great and 
will help shape Ely over the next 20 
years but we simply cannot cope 
with such a high amount of growth 
with the current infrastructure in 
place. 

“That is why I voted against it at 
this stage as it would not have been 
right to. 

“I also care about Ely’s markets and 
ADeC, which is why I spoke my mind

Since his dismissal, Cllr Hunt 
confirmed he has been approached 
by the Lib Dem party but insists he 
would “never” switch parties. 

He said: “I am a Conservative and 
always will be. I would never change 
that. 

“I am currently in discussions with 
Mr Brown so am restricted to what I 
can say but if it came to me being 
allowed back on the committees, I 
most certainly would go back.” 

Cllr Brown has insisted that the 
decision to remove Cllr Hunt from 
the committees was not politically 
motivated. 

He said: “There is no story sur¬ 
rounding the decision to move Cllr 
Hunt from the committees and it was 
certainly not politically motivated. 

“This is a purely and simply a 
matter for the Conservative group 
and it has been a decision made in 
my role as leader of the group.”

“We would encourage East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council to explore altern¬ 
ative solutions to problems 
of congestion.” 

But Cllr Peter Moakes, 
chairman of the council’s 
strategic development 
committee, insists ECDC 
had been in consultation 
with The King’s School. 

He said: “As we all agree, 
finding a solution to the 
congestion around the A142 
and railway station is key to 


unlocking the potential of 
the south of Ely. 

“The Ely Masterplan 
highlighted a number of 
options which are being 
investigated - as this work 
develops there will be detail¬ 
ed consultation periods. 

“We have been conscious 
throughout the Masterplan 
process to engage with those 
who could be affected by 
ideas put forward by the 
plan, which is why officers 
met with The King’s School, 
among others, in June last 


year to discuss proposed 
routes. 

“We value our relationship 
with The King’s School and 
we will continue to work 
with them and the county 
council as plans develop.” 

The school’s outcry comes 
just a week after the Weekly 
News reported that the 
southern bypass plans had 
been dealt “another severe 
blow”. 

The Government recently 
scrapped its Transport Inno¬ 
vation Fund (TIF), which 


could have seen £500 million 
invested in Cambridgeshire. 
ECDC had hoped to use the 
TIF to fund a range of trans¬ 
port projects throughout the 
Ely area, freeing up more 
cash for the bypass. 

But now it has been axed, 
so too have the bypass 
proposals, Lib Dems on the 
Tory-run council claim. 

But Cllr Moakes insisted 
the authority had “identified 
other sources of funding” for 
the proposals but was 
unable to say exactly what 


those were. 

Cllr Nigel Bell, a member 
of the East Cambridgeshire 
Traffic Management Area 
Joint Committee, said: “The 
reason the council cannot 
tell people what sources of 
funding they have identified 
is because they don’t have 
any 

“They are fooling people 
and it is not right. The 
bypass is something we 
cannot afford and the nail 
really is in the coffin for the 
southern bypass now.”

Bypass will be 
built, eventually 

Sir, I read your article on the front 
page of last week’s Weekly News 
(Another blow for southern bypass’), 
where Ely has suffered yet another 
blow, as a result of the credit crunch, 
to the £25 million southern bypass. 


The claim comes after the 
Government’s decision to scrap the 
Transport Innovation Fund, which 
could have seen £500 million invested 
in Cambridgeshire. 

There has been 20 years of toing and 
froing on the Ely Masterplan, where a 
project to bring an extra 4,000 plus 
homes to the already stretched city 
without proper transport 
improvements will be a crippling 
disaster with ongoing congestion. 

My wife and I visited Tesco for our 
normal shopping trip. On leaving the 
car park with access to Angel Drove 
we couldn’t get out, with cars coming 
from Tesco’s petrol station. We 
couldn’t move at 3pm because the 
road from the A10 was gridlocked 
through the roundabout at Tesco, 
right down to the roundabout at 
Station Road. We were there for 15 
minutes” 

The rail network will also see an 
increasing amount of freight going 
through Ely by 2014. 

The southern bypass for Ely has been 
listed in the Masterplan now for 20 
years. 

When Ely Cathedral needed funds 
years ago, they went to the people of 
Ely and started funds for rebuilding. 
When the RAF relinquished the site at 
the hospital and closing its doors, the 
people of Ely rallied again by keeping 
the hospital, which is the Princess of 
Wales, open by a subscription of £5 
each. 

I would say to you this is not only the 
council’s concern, it is the people of 
Ely’s concern. 

The southern bypass will go through - 
it may take another 10 years but if 
something is not done now it will be 
too little, too late.

And average temperatures would 
have to be above 20 degrees Celsius 
for most of the year, since the 
parasite does not complete its growth 
cycle below this temperature.

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Rats and rubbish rife as 
former school rots away

A BUILDING steeped in history is 
being plagued by fly tippers, yobs 
and rats. 

Community leaders are demanding 
action over the state of the Old Grammar 
School site in Churchgate Street, Soham. 

Over the last few years, the building and 
its grounds have been “left to rot”, say 
neighbours. 

The building was bought by a local man 
around five years ago and converted into 
flats. However, after a fire broke out in in 
2007 most of the building was declared 
uninhabitable and boarded up. 

People living next to the old school say 
the site is a serious health and safety 
hazard. Soham Town Council is also 
“extremely concerned”. 

A resident who lives in the building in a 
flat did not want to be named but spoke 
about her “living nightmare”. 

The woman, who has lived there for 16 
years, said: “Things are now the worst they 
have ever been. Something desperately 
needs to be done as this place is a serious 
health and safety hazard. 

“Local children are playing in this area 


and people walking through the site as a 
through route to the High Street.” 

The grounds are full of rubbish, 
including broken microwaves, fridges, 
pallets and a rusty old car. 

Residents say the site is now attracting 
fly tippers, as well as an increasing num¬ 
ber of rats. 

Another resident, who lives near to the 
site, said: “It’s disgusting living nearby, so 


goodness knows what it’s like to look out 
of your window and see the state of it. 

“Everyone just dumps everything there 
because none of the rubbish is towed 
away and nothing is done to solve the 
problem. 

“It’s all very well concentrating on the 
Soham Masterplan but we cannot wait 20 
years for this to be sorted. We need the site 
clearing now, not only for our sake but for 


the benefit of the whole town.” 

A spokesman for the town council said: 
“The site has been a problem area for a 
number of years but things are now the 
worst they have been. 

“The council is extremely concerned 
about it but we do not have die powers to 
solve it.” 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
hopes to take legal action against the 
owner. A spokesman said: “We have 
served a number of enforcement notices 
on the owner of the Old Grammar School 
in Soham. 

“These have ranged from the Prevent¬ 
ion of Damage by Pests Act 1949 regarding 
the accumulation of rubbish, notices to 
prohibit the use of a number of flats 
within the building and works to the roof 
and guttering. 

“We have also cleaned up the rubbish at 
the property on numerous occasions, 
taken emergency action to rehouse 
residents and carried out works at the site, 
all of which have been charged back to the 
owner through the courts. 

“Despite these efforts and discussions 
with the owner, the site has not improved. 

“We are now looking at our legal opt¬ 
ions to ensure along- term solution.” 

The owner was unavailable for comm¬ 
ent. 


Officers hurt 
in jail attack 

TWO prison officers were 
taken to hospital after being 
attacked by an inmate in a 
Cambridgeshire jail. 

Police are investigating the 
assault, at HMP Whitemoor, 
on Monday, March 8. 

A Prison Service 
spokesman said: “Two 
prison officers at HMP 
Whitemoor were injured in 
an incident involving a 
prisoner. 

“Both officers were taken to 
hospital and later 
discharged. The incident is 
now subject to a police 
investigation.” 

The spokesman added: 
“Violence in prisons is not 
tolerated in any form. 
“Assaults on prison staff are 
taken very seriously and 
depending on the severity 
will be dealt with internally 
or referred to the police.”

Church is 
destroyed

A VILLAGE church 
has been destroyed 
by fire, in what police 
are treating as a 
suspicious incident.

Residents’ roll call 
to end bags miseiy 


EAST Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) is being urged to 
change the way it distributes bin 
bags. 

Currently, residents are delivered a 
black bin liner each week. The bag is 
often tied in a knot and posted through 
people’s letterboxes, wedged in their gate 
or left in their driveway. 

But residents have been bombarding 
the Weekly News with complaints, saying 
they are becoming a problem. 

They say ECDC should provide each 
household with a roll of around 50 bags 
at the start of the year to not only save 
time and resources, but also litter. 

Anthea Maybury, of Downham Road, 
Ely, said: “Recently as I cycled through 
Ely I saw five black bags blowing around 
within a very few yards. 

“Firstly, the men who leave them have 
stopped taking care to tuck them safely 
into letterboxes as they used to or 
knotting them into twists that don’t blow 
easily.

“Perhaps they are now under more 
time pressure? 

“I suggest that each household be 
supplied with a roll of bags at the start of 
a year and enabled to buy extras at cost 
from convenient outlets. If they need 
dozens, they can pay for them! 

“This would save time for the dustmen 
and save waste and unsightly litter.” 

Another resident, Phil Schaffer, of 
Morton Close, Ely, said: “It just doesn’t 
make sense. 

“Why is the council making people, 
and most likely paying them, to deliver 
these bags each week when we could just 
receive a whole roll at the start of each 
year. 

“Not only is it such a waste of time but 
half the bags end up blowing down the 
street or in the bin themselves anyway. 

“It’s also really annoying if it’s rained as 
the bags are soaking wet. 


“Surely it makes sense to hand us a roll 
once a year rather than one bag through¬ 
out the year?” 

Sutton resident Dorothy fenkins 
added: “This is something I’ve had issues 
with for years. 

“The simple answer to it is for the 
council to give us all one roll of sacks 
instead of individual bags. 

“Sometimes there are black bin liners 
blowing all over the place and it looks 
ghastly.” 

But ECDC said it would cost the 
authority more to deliver the sacks in 
bulk. 

Liz Knox, head of environmental 
services, said: “The bulk delivery of black 
sacks is a good idea and one which we 
have looked at in the past. 

“Unfortunately, it would end up 
costing the council, and eventually the 
taxpayer, more to implement the idea 
than keep the status quo, which is not 
something we would want to do in these 
difficult economic times.”

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A CONTROVERSIAL re-develop- 
ment scheme in Ely has been 
dramatically downsized. 

There will now only be one phase of 
development atWalsingham Way, the Weekly 
News can confirm. 

Social housing provider Sanctuary 
Hereward has agreed to scale back the 
development at the site. 

It follows years of complaints from 
residents and councillors, with people 
raising concerns about where they would 
live while their houses were demolished. 

Now, only 11 empty properties will be 
bulldozed. 

A total of 28 luxury, energy efficient homes 
will be built in their place, comprising of 
flats, family homes and a bungalow 

All of the properties will be affordable for 
local people to rent. 

Numbers 1-15, odd numbers only, and 87, 
89 and 91A West Fen Road, all of which are 
currently empty, will be demolished. 

A number of other properties in the area 
will be renovated to bring them up to the 
Government’s Decent Homes Standard. 

fane Hollingworth, head of housing for 
East Cambridgeshire District Council, said: 
“This is very good news for those living in 
the area. 

“We are confident that these proposals 
provide much-needed affordable housing 
for local people.” 

Simon Clark, Sanctuary’s Group director - 
housing and communities, said: “We 
listened carefully to what the residents had 
to say and tailored our plans to suit. 

“The new development has been sensit¬ 
ively designed and will be built to the latest 
eco-standards. 

“We have written to all residents to explain 
our plans and will continue to work closely 
with them at all stages of the works.” 

An archaeological investigation is 
currently under way at the site.

Oh deer! 
Call to cull 
muntjacs

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MUNTJAC deer are terrorising the 
Ely area - and residents are now 
demanding action, including a 
mass cull. 

The brown-coloured critters may 
appear cute and cuddly but their large 
appetites and rapid breeding patterns are 
spiralling out of control. 

Residents in Soham and Wicken are 
among those suffering problems. 

Ann larman, who lives in Soham, is 
calling for a mass cull of the deer. 

The 72-year-old, who owns The Old Fire 
Engine House restaurant in Ely, has been 
trying for years to create woodlands on 
land she owns in Hasse Road and near 
Soham Village College’s playing fields 

But nearly all of the hundreds of trees 
she has planted have been destroyed by 
muntjacs. 

Mrs Jarman said: “I’ve tried to plant 
around 500 trees of different species to 
create a wonderful habitat but the 
muntjac deer ruin it all. They really attack 
everything that’s planted. 

“For the first three years, the trees are 
fine as we put guards around them but the 
moment the guards are taken down, the 
trees are nibbled away. 

“They munch right through the bark 
which obviously kills the tree. 

“I’ve even had to get rid of my vegetable 
patch because they just get a taste for 
everything - from roses to cabbages.” 

Mrs Jarman insists the problem is 
getting worse. 

She added: “The deer are quite secretive 
little animals so we don’t often see them. 

“But there are obviously so many of 
them as everything that we plant just gets 
eaten away. 

“I understand they are sweet little 
things but when there are too many of 
them they are nothing but pests. 

“They don’t have breeding seasons and 
just breed all year round so they are like 
rabbits.

The uproar follows national reports of 
muntjac populations rapidly increasing. 

Wicken residents are also experiencing 
similar problems. 

A farmer, who did not want to be 
named, said: “They are nothing but a 
nuisance. 

“We need their numbers reducing 
before every single bramble in East 
Cambridgeshire is nibbled away.”

MALCOLM Moss, Conservative MP 
for North East Cambridgeshire, has 
welcomed major new policies from 
the Conservative Party to reform 
England’s planning system. 

A new system of Open Source democracy 
and neighbourhood involvement will help 
deliver sustainable development across 
north-east Cambridgeshire, he said.

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Firm’s anger 
over ‘rained’ 
London trip

A TAXI firm has been criticised for 
a catalogue of problems which 
meant staff on an outing to 
London's West End missed the 
first half of the musical Billy Elliot. 

Bosses at Adder Technology Ltd, in Bar 
Hill, Cambridge, are demanding an 
apology after claiming Ely taxi company 
Fencabs mined their staff trip to the 
theatre. 

Sarah Kemp, HR adviser at the firm, 
organised an outing to see Billy Elliot for 
18 members of staff and their partners 
and friends. 

The trip was organised months in 
advance and they booked Fencabs to 
provide a coach to and from the theatre 
for £300. 

A 21-seater coach was booked to pick 
the party up from Adder’s offices at Bar 
Hill Business Park at 4pm on Thursday, 
February 25. 

But Fencabs called to say the coach 
would be delayed as it was unable to go to 
London due to its emissions. An altern¬ 
ative coach arrived at 4.20pm but could 
then not be used as it was overheating. 

Fencabs then sent out a third coach to 
collect them, which turned up at 5pm, an 
hour late. 

Mrs Kemp said: “What was supposed 
to be a nice, relaxing evening out turned 
into a stress-filled fiasco.” 

The coach that finally arrived was said 
to be “dirty and full of rubbish.” 

Mrs Kemp said: “We then ran into bad 
traffic problems and the driver had to be 
given help to navigate his way through 
London using an iPhone as he had no sat- 
nav. 

“We finally decided to get on a tube at 
Highgate and it took at least 30 minutes 
to get to Victoria station.” 

Eventually, the group arrived at the 
theatre in the play’s interval and say they 
have not received an apology or a refund 
from Fencabs. 

Iroshan Threen, owner of Fencabs, said 
the company had now apologised to 
Adder Technology. 

Mr Threen said: “I have sent a letter to 
the company apologising about the 
service, which if they have not yet 
received, is not our fault. 

“The delays were caused due to heavy 
traffic on the A14 and we could not send 
an overheating coach out to London. 

“We provide an impeccable service in 
the Ely area and this was just one of those 
days where problems prevented that 
from happening.”

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Death of a TV star will 
bring on the chuckles 


TOM Conti, actor, writer and British 
theatre favourite, is enjoying his 
morning coffee when I call to find 
out about his latest show, which 
comes to Cambridge next week. 

Written by Eric Chappell, the pen behind 
Rising Damp, Wife After Death is a comedy 
exploring the emotions and practicalities 
surrounding the death of a popular television 
personality. It may not immediately sound 
like a classic recipe for chuckles but, for 
Conti, when he received the script, it was 
love at first sight. 

“The playwright sent the play to me last 
year and I read it and was instantly taken by 
it, I thought it was just terrific 
entertainment,” he enthuses. “So I set about 
putting a production together. 

“It’s about a comic, someone like Ronnie 
Corbett or Ronnie Barker, someone beloved 
of the nation, who suddenly drops dead. And 
the main people in his life - his agent, his 
wife, friends etc - all gather for the funeral 
and, of course, the awful thing for them is 
that the rent has gone. He was their source 
of income for decades and now he’s gone! 
And they’re in a bit of a panic. 

“The character that I play was very close 
to him. He’s lost his chum, so is feeling truly 
bereaved. But of course things start to be 
discovered, and that’s the fun of it all. 

“He’s good fun because he’s 
curmudgeonly. He’s the kind of character 
that the Brits like - politically incorrect, 
irrational, a no-nonsense guy.” 

As well as starring in the show, Conti is 
also directing - or organising the coffee 
breaks, as he prefers to call it. 

“It’s a grand term, directing, and it’s not a

particularly grand process because when 
you choose good actors they pretty well 
direct themselves. They don’t have to be told 
what to do, you just have to make sure 
everybody’s doing the same play and in the 
same style, and decide where the doors and 
the windows are. And when to have coffee, 
which is the most important decision,” he 
adds, with a laugh. 

Before becoming the familiar face of stage 
and screen that we know and love today, 
Conti studied at the Royal Academy of Music 
and Drama, changing courses midway from 
music to drama. 

Since then, he has worked on a host of 
productions for film, TV, theatre and radio. 
Undoubtedly one of his most iconic roles 
has been that of moustachioed latino 
bartender, Costas, in the romantic comedy 
classic, Shirley Valentine. 

“It was hugely enjoyable to make,” says 
Conti. “Pauline [Collins, who plays the

stuck-in-a-rut heroine] and I were already 
good friends. We actually live in the same 
road and our daughters went to school 
together and remain close friends; now 
they’re both mothers of young children. So 
there was a very nice bond even before we 
started the movie. It was a pleasure to do 
and Pauline is one of the greatest actresses 
we have. Working with people like that is a 
pleasure.” 

Among his many roles, his favourite, and 
the one which has remained with him 
longest, Conti explains, is that of Adam 
Morris, a Cambridge University student, who 
Conti has revisited several times in over 30 
years. 

“He first came to life in the mid-70s in a 
television series called The Glittering Prizes, 
which was about a group of people at 
Cambridge University. It was hugely 
successful in many different countries, 
particularly America. We’d been trying to do 
a sequel, to look at these characters 20 
years on in their lives, and we almost got it 
onto television but then something 
happened. It’s very difficult to get characters 
on television these days who are 
academically bright and speak well... So 
we did it on Radio 4 over a year ago with the 
characters 20 years older than when we’d 
left them, and we’ve just completed a third 
one, where my character, who started off as 
a student of 18/19, is now 71 by the end of 
it. 

“All those characters have been with me 
for 35 years of my life, which is an 
extraordinary thing. I think that would be my 
favourite character of my career.” 

Despite his many enjoyable experiences 
as part of large-scale films and television 


series, theatre 
remains Conti’s passion 
and one which he plans 
to continue pursuing. 

“Finally I hope to come 
down definitely on the side of 
the theatre, simply because 
there’s nothing between the 
actor and the audience. In the 
mechanical media there is an 
army of people which comes 
between the actors and the 
audience. But that doesn’t happen 
in the theatre. It’s just us and we 
do the work together. The 
audience works too. It doesn’t know il 
works but it does. It gives off signals 
which we use to make the evening go 
properly.” 

Conti is certainly a man who knows whc 
he likes - and doesn’t like for that matter. 
Despite his deep love of theatre, we’re 
unlikely to see Conti raging against the 
elements as King Lear any time soon. It 
might be the traditional role to aim for, with 
theatre greats from Laurence Olivier to Ian 
McKellen taking their turn as the mad 
king, but as Conti explains: “I don’t have 
a budding desire to what they call ‘Give 
my Lear’. I’m a huge fan of 
Shakespeare -1 enjoy reading it. But 
I don’t like watching it.”

WHEN American and British forces 
withdraw completely from Iraq - a 
military strategy which seems 
unthinkable seven years into the 
campaign - the lasting legacy won’t 
be peace and democracy. 

It will be a deep-rooted suspicion 
that the infamous weapons of mass 
destruction (WMDs), the supposed 
justification for the invasion, never 
existed. 

The recent Iraq inquiry, chaired by 
Sir John Chilcot, provided no firm 
answers. 

Award-winning British filmmaker 
Paul Greengrass and actor Matt 
Damon, the driving forces behind 
The Bourne Supremacy and The 
Bourne Ultimatum, put forward one 
scenario in this riveting thriller. 

Based on the book Imperial Life In 
The Emerald City: Inside Iraq’s 
Green Zone by journalist Rajiv 
Chandrasekaran, Green Zone is a 
breathless two hours of adrenaline¬ 
pumping action and political 
manoeuvring that places as much 


emphasis on emotionally charged 
dialogue as the set pieces. 

The film opens with a deafening 
bang on March 19,2003, in 
Baghdad as Saddam Hussein’s 
trusted general, Al Rawi (Naor), 
flees his headquarters in the midst 
of an Allied blitzkrieg. 

Four weeks later, US Army warrant 
officer Roy Miller (Damon) and his 
team career through the war torn 
capital on the hunt for WMDs. Yet 
again, they draw a blank and Miller 
voices his frustrations, suspecting 
bogus intelligence. 

A tip-off from a local, Freddy 
(Abdalla), leads Miller and his crew 
to a meeting of Saddam’s high- 
ranking advisers including Al Rawi. 
The general escapes but another 
man is apprehended and Miller uses 
Freddy as a translator to interrogate 


the suspect about a notebook in his 
possession. 

“He says the book has names and 
locations of El Rawi’s safe houses,” 
reveals Freddy. 

Returning to base, Miller bypasses 
scheming Pentagon official Clark 
Poundstone (Kinnear) and his 
minion Major Briggs (Isaacs), and 
delivers the book to local CIA chief 
Gordon Brown (Gleeson), who asks 
for discretion. 

“I thought we were all on the same 
side,” replies Miller. “Don’t be 
naive,” mocks Brown. 

Green Zone is distinguished by tour- 
de-force direction, galloping through 
the streets of Baghdad with 
handheld cameras so we remain 
uncomfortably close to Miller as he 
risks his life for a country he was 
entrusted to tear apart.

X Yx;rops they would try 
to grow first and I 
guarantee that tomatoes 
would be among the top 
answers. 

They not only look and taste 
infinitely better than shop- 
bought ones, but there are so 
many varieties from which to 
choose that even if you only have 
a hanging basket you can plant a 
cascading type which will give 
you dozens of sweet, cherry 
tomatoes. 

However, many beginners can 
end up disappointed, as their 
tomatoes either suffer blossom 
end rot, or are decimated by 
blight, where the stem and the 
fruits end up with brown 
blotches and become inedible, 
particularly in wet, windy 
summers. 

Kevin Smith, commissioning 
editor of Gardeners’World 
magazine, which is launching a 
Grow Your Own Week campaign 
from March 29, says: “Few crops 
are more rewarding than 
tomatoes, and they’re easy to

grow in any space, even a tiny 
urban balcony. 

“Don’t be put off by the recent 
cold weather, even if it persists 
for a few more weeks, as you can 
delay sowing tomato seeds until 
April, or even buy pot-grown 
plants as late as May. Producing a 
delicious tomato crop is easy.” 

He offers the following tips to 
help you produce healthy, 
delicious tomatoes: 

■ Water the soil or compost daily 
to ensure it never dries out. Pay 
special attention to plants grown 
in containers, as irregular 
watering causes nutritional 
imbalance, leading to low 
calcium take-up, which causes 
blossom end rot. 

■ Keep your plants well fed. For 


tomatoes grown in pots and bags, 
watering by itself won’t be 
enough to ensure healthy growth. 
Feed tomatoes weekly with a 
high-potash fertiliser, increasing 
the frequency as the plants grow 
larger or if leaves show signs of 
discolouring. 

■ Train tomatoes to canes or 
supports. Different types will 
require different training. For 
example, bush tomatoes will 
need little, if any, training. 
However, most other tomatoes 
are trained as single stems, or 
cordons, and the main shoot 
needs to be tied upright to a cane 
or support. 

Pinch out tips. Outdoor cordon 
tomatoes will usually form three 
or four trusses of fruits during the 
season. Pinch off the tip of the 
main shoot a leaf or two above 
the fourth flower truss. You can 
leave greenhouse plants to grow 
on. 

■ Combat blight disease. Warm, 
humid weather provides the 
perfect conditions for blight 
disease which attacks tomatoes 
and potatoes. This fungus disease 
spreads rapidly via airborne 
spores when conditions are right. 
Keep an eye on the weather and, 


if these conditions occur, use a 
preventive fungicide spray, such 
as Sitahen 945, straight away to 
stop the blight spores infecting 
your plants. 

The greenhouse is the obvious 
place to grow tomatoes as you 
can give them a longer season 
and are likely to get bigger crops 
than if you grow them outdoors. 

Indoor tomatoes can be sown 
in March in a heated propagator 
set to a minimum of 15C, but 
preferably a little higher. 

Outdoor tomatoes should be 
started off indoors eight or nine 
weeks before it’s safe to plant 
outdoors in your area. In colder 
areas, wait until April. 

Two years ago, during the wet 
summer (which is the sort of 
weather tomatoes hate) the 
magazine held a trial of 
container-grown tomatoes to 
discover which performed best. 
The overall top choice was Apero 
FI’, a rich, red cherry tomato with 
a slightly elongated shape, 
followed by ‘Tomatoberry FI’, 
which produced an abundance of 
delicious, strawberry-shaped 
fruits on trailing trusses.

Holding her hand and dressed in a 
light brown suit and tie he smiled at 
the ecstatic crowds and punched the 
air in a victory salute before driving 
to Cape Town, 40 miles away.

People danced in the streets 
across the country and thousands 
clamoured to see him at a rally in 
Cape Town. 

Doctors treated over a hundred 
people as police clashed with youths 
looting shops in various cities and 
townships and several people were 
reported shot dead. 

Mr Mandela, the deputy-president 
of the ANC, appeared on the balcony 
of Cape Town’s City Hall to speak 
to the 50,000 people assembled 
outside at 2000 local time.

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Cars’ C02 output is falling fast 



Delta’s E-4 Coupe: Northamptonshire firm’s design will hit 
60mph in less than five seconds and go 200 miles 
between charges. 


THE C02 output of 
cars is dropping 
dramatically, and 
everybody is doing 
their bit to ensure 
this cut in harmful 
gases continues. 

The 330,000 British 
motorists who have so 
far bought new cars 
under the Government’s 
scrappage scheme, thus 
condemning older, 
more polluting cars to 
the wrecker’s yard, have 
helped boost the fall in 
carbon dioxide 

emissions. 

However, the whole 
motor industry has 
knuckled down to 
deliver a far more 
planet-friendly 
approach to making, 
and running, cars. 

And the race is on to 
hit the target of an 
average 130g/km 
emissions by 2015, laid 
down by Europe’s 
rulers. 

Already, almost a 
third of all new cars 
sold in the UK in 2009 - 
27.6% - emitted less 
than that figure, but 
Italian car giant Fiat can 
go one better than that. 

Just three months 
into 2010, Fiat has 
logged a C02 average of 
just 127.8g/km, com¬ 


pared with its 
133.7g/km in 2009, 
putting it ahead of of 
Toyota (130.1g/km), 
Peugeot (133.6g/km), 
Renault (J37.5g/km), 
Citroen (137.9g/km), 
and Ford (140.0g/km). 

Toyota has joined the 
Clean Energy Partner¬ 
ship (CEP), adding 
impetus to CEP’s aim of 
developing a network of 
hydrogen filling 
stations throughout 
Germany. 

The Japanese car 
maker will hand over 
five hydrogen fuel cell 
vehicles next year to 
help support the 
project, as it continues 
to develop both hybrid 
and all-electric vehicles, 
such as the FT-EVII 
concept revealed at the 
Geneva Motor Show 
this year. 

Tadashi Arashima, 
president of Toyota 
Motor Europe, says: 
“We firmly believe that 
fuel cell hybrid vehicles 
will play a major role in 
reducing emissions and 
achieving sustainable 
mobility. 

“Toyota aims to 
commercially produce 
fuel cell vehicles around 
20 J5. To achieve this, a 
hydrogen charging 
infrastructure is 


necessary, so close ties 
between car manu¬ 
facturers and infra¬ 
structure companies 
are vital.” 

Meanwhile, Volks¬ 
wagen’s TSI engines 
have been awarded an 
environmental 
commendation by TUV 
Nord, a leading global 
research and assess¬ 
ment company, after 
finding the TSI engines 
had significantly 
improved environ¬ 
mental characteristics, 
thanks to significantly 
lower fuel consumption 
and C02 emissions. 

However, a British 
firm wants to go one 
better, and produce the 


most environmentally 
friendly car on the 
planet. 

Delta Motorsport, 
based at the Silverstone 
Circuit Technology Park 
in Northamptonshire, is 
chasing a JO million US 
dollar (£6.67 million) 
prize put up by 
American car insurer 
Progressive Insurance, 
and is so far the only 
UK contender in the 
competition to find the 
world’s most environ¬ 
mentally friendly car. 

Delta has come up 
with an electric car, the 
E-4 Coupe, which aims 
to meet, and beat, the 
tough contest criteria of 
being able to go 200 


miles between charges, 
and be production- 
ready. 

Already, the E-4 can 
hit 60mph in under five 
seconds, and it has a 
top speed well in excess 
of JOOmph. Let’s hope 
the Delta achieves 
success, as it will go a 
long way towards 
cementing the future of 
all-electric motor cars. 

Even car hire giant 
Europcar is 

contributing to the 
drive for cleaner air. It 
has ordered 500 electric 
vehicles from Renault, 
which will be available 
to rent next year in 
major European cities. 

The Renault models 
include the Fluence 
four-door family 
saloon, the Twizy city 
car, and the Kangoo van 
for business clients. 

Finally, even 

motorsport is now 
presenting a 

sustainable face to the 
world - there’s an 
alternative energy 
racing day at the Santa 
Pod raceway in 
Northamptonshire on 
April 23, with cleaner, 
greener vehicles hitting 
the famous drag strip.

77%! Maserati GranTurismo 
is supercar residuals icon 


ONE supercar that is holding 
its value well is the £78,000, 
4.2-litre Maserati Gran¬ 
Turismo, according to the 
used car experts at Glass’s 
Guide. Only around 200 of 
them sell in the UK each 
year, and Glass’s Guide says 
it is outstripping other 
supercar residual values by 
retaining an impressive 77 
per cent of its original cost 
after one year and 13,000 
miles. 

And they’re in such 
demand that dealers are 
prepared to pay over the 
odds for a used 
GranTurismo on the rare 
occasions they come across 
one, adds Glass’s. 

Second in the residual 
values list is the Porsche 
911 C2S Tiptronic, which 
holds 76 per cent of its value 
after one year and 13,000 
miles. 


Meanwhile, small family 
hatchbacks -1.6-litre petrol 
models have been a 
standard example - show 
big price differences from 
one brand to another, says 
Used Car Expert magazine. 

Editor Matt Tumbridge 
looked at a selection of the 
best-selling small family 
hatchbacks and compared 
the price of three-year-old 
examples against their new 
price. 

“Many new car buyers will 
have lost up to 50 per cent 
of their money after 36 
months, and with the 
average mileage for these 
motors at under 30,000 in 
most cases, used car buyers 
have a great opportunity to 
buy reliable vehicles, with at 
least 50,000 to 70,000 miles 
of reliable motoring left in 
them, at half price,” says 
Tumbridge.

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Effects of scrappage ‘will be 
long-lasting for car trade’ 


A NEW era is about 
to dawn on 
Britain’s used car 
market - all thanks 
to the 

Government’s 
scrappage 
initiative. 

The scrappage 
scheme is now in its 


final days - it finishes 
at the end of March - 
but web vehicle 
retailer Carsite.co.uk 
says its effects will be 
long-lasting. 

Come April, cost- 
conscious motorists 
looking for a quality 
vehicle within the 
£4,000 to £6,000 


bracket will find 
buying a used car a 
more accessible route, 
says the website’s 
sales director Alistair 
Jeff. 

“That £4,000 to 
£6,000 price range 
will, with scrappage, 
enable drivers to buy 
a new car until the 


end of March. Next 
month, demand in 
this bracket for 
second-hand models 
will surge as new cars 
become less value for 
money,” explains Jeff. 

In a reflection of the 
growing demand for 
quality used cars, 
trade values for 


popular models 
costing from £4,000 to 
£6,000 increased by 
almost £200 between 
February and March, 
he adds. 

Giving examples, 
Jeff says, from 
February to March, 
the value of a 2007 
Vauxhall Corsa 
increased by £180, a 
2007 Kia Picanto rose 
by £130, and a 2007 
Hyundai Getz 

appreciated £100. 

“Following the 
removal of scrappage 
allowances, the 
cheapest price of a 
new car will be around 
£6,500. Thus, Carsite 
expects a sudden 
increase in demand 
for better-equipped, 
and better-value, 
second-hand models,” 
comments Jeff. 

“The scrappage 
scheme’s effects will 
be long-lasting. The 
market is still healthy, 
but many buyers are 
working with 

restricted finances. 
Demand for good 
value and nearly-new 
vehicles will increase, 
but supply is still 
restricted, and so 


prices will rise. This 
means we’re looking 
at a new era for the 
second-hand market,” 
Jeff explains. 

Meanwhile, small 
family hatchbacks - 
1.6-litre petrol models 
have been as a 
standard example - 
show big price 
differences from one 
brand to another, says 
Used Car Expert 
magazine. 

Editor Matt 

Tumbridge looked at a 
selection of the best¬ 
selling small family 
hatchbacks and 
compared the price of 
three-year-old 
examples against their 
new price. 

“Many new car

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
